1 . SECURITY COUNCIL DECIDED IN INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS 
JANUARY 23 TO POSTPONE FORMAL CONSIDERATION OF SIX POWER 
DRAFT RESOLUTION TO JANUARY 26. COUNCIL WILL HOLD FURTHER 
CONSULTATIONS MONDAY MORNING. MOVING THAT AFTERNOON TO 
FORMAL MEETING AND MOST PROBABLY A VOTE. (NAMIBIA CONSUL- 
TATIONS NOW SCHEDULED TO BEGIN MORNING JANUARY 27.) 

2. CONSULTATIONS WERE BRIEF, AND VERY LITTLE SUBSTANTIVE 
DISCUSSIONS TOOK PLACE. SWEDEN WAS PRIMARILY RESPONSIBLE 
FOR POSTPONEMENT, EXPLAINING IT WANTED TO ASSURE WIDEST 
POSSIBLE BACKING FOR THE RESOLUTION. (EFFORT TO BROADEN

RESOLUTIONS, 

REAFFIRMING THE PRINCIPLE OF INADMISSIBLITY OF ACQUISITION 
OF TERRITORIES BY THE THREAT OR USE OF FORCE, 

REAFFIRMING FURTHER THE NECESSITY OF THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A IUST AND LASTING PEACE IN THE REGION BASED ON FULL RESPECT 
FOR THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS AS WELL AS FOR ITS

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1 . AFFIRMS: 

(A) THAT THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE SHOULD BE ENABLED TO 
EXERCISE ITS INALIENABLE NATIONAL RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION, 
INCLUDING THE RIGHT TO ESTABLISH AN INDEPENDENT STATE 

IN PALESTINE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS; 

(B) THE RIGHT OF PALESTINIAN REFUGEES WISHING TO RETURN TO 
THEIR HOMES AND LIVE AT PEACE WITH THEIR NEIGHBOURS TO DO SO 
AND THE RIGHT OF THOSE CHOOSING NOT TO RETURN TO RECEIVE 
COMPENSATION FOR THEIR PROPERTY; 

(C) THAT ISRAEL SHOULD WITHDRAW FROM ALL THE ARAB TERRITORIES 
OCCUPIED SINCE JUNE 1967; 
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(D) THAT APPROPRIATE ARRANGEMENTS SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED 
TO GUARANTEE, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CHARTER OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS, THE SOVEREIGNTY, TERITORIAL INTEGRITY AND POLITICAL 
INDEPENDENCE WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES OF 
ALL STATES IN THE AREA; 

2. DECIDES THAT THE PROVISIONS CONTAINED IN PARAGRAPH 1 
SHOULD BE TAKEN FULLY INTO ACCOUNT IN ALL INTERNATIONAL 
EFFORTS AND CONFERENCES ORGANIZED WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK 
OF THE UNITED NATIONS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A JUST AND 
LASTING PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST; 

3. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO TAKE ALL THE NECESSARY 
STEPS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS RESOLUTION AND TO REPORT TO THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL ON THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED; 

4. DECIDES TO CONVENE WITHIN A PERIOD OF SIX MONTHS TO CONSIDER 

THE REPORT BY THE SECRETARY-GENERAL REGARDING THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THIS RESOLUTION, AND IN ORDER TO PURSUE ITS RESPONSIBILITIES 
REGARDING SUCH IMPLEMENTATION.
